Justice Gray today appointed com- 


missioners Parker, Clark and Watkins 
-a committee to remain and .assist in 
the work of conciliation. 
The com- 


mittee is empowered to call the com- 
misssion together before Dec.3 if nec- 
essary. It can be said in authority 
that the independent operators will 
will be given a'full hearing in the 
coming conferences of the attorneys. 
It is likely that the operators' attor- 
neys will first see the presidents of 
the coal carrying roads before enter- 
ing the conferences. 


Seranton, Nov. 22—A bomshell was 


thrown into the peaceful, quiet of the 
mine hearing this morning when At- 
torney 'Burns, one of the counsel for 
the independents, arose and said that 
the independent operators had not 
been consulted in this new settlement 
and that they were parties to issue be- 
fore the court. 'Burns said that his 
clients wanted the issue thrashed out 
before the commission. Burns said a 
full hearing before the 
commissison 


would end in an agreement that would 
be most lasting. The matter is still 
being argued. 


Seranton, Pa., -"Nov. 22—The Mine 


•Workers through their representatives 
have agreed 'With the mine owners to 
attempt to adjust'the differences exist- 
ing between them outside the anthra- 
cite coal strike commissison. 


The proposition was made on a com- 


promise basis and negotiations, it is 
expected, will be at once entered upon 
with a reasonable hope of settlement 
-without the aid of the arbitrators. 


The rough proposition which is to 


form the basis of negotions is a 10 
per cent increase in wages, a 9-hour 
day and trade agreements between the 
miners and t'ae companj 
by , which 


they_are employed. 


The only one of the four demands 


not touched* upon is that of the weigh- 
ing of coal'» by the legal ion. While 
both sides have expressed a willing- 
ness to settle their differences among 
themselves it is not to be construe;! 
that it carries with it the acceptance 
of the terms proposed. 


They are mentioned only as a basis 


it is understood, from which a settle- 
ment is to be effected. It is possible 
that the foundation already laid can 
be wrecked by either party holding 
out too strongly against some question 
and thus leave the >whoie matter in 
* 


the hands of the commissioners who, 
in the meantime, will act as a sort of 
board of consolation rather than, as a 
board of arbitration. 


Few persons were aware that an at- 


tempt would be made at an outside 
settlement until it was practically so 
intimated by Judge Gray, the chair- 
man of the commission, who read a 
carefully prepared announcement from 
the "bench." 


The move, one of the most impor- 


tant in the whole history of the coal 
strike, created a mild, sensation when 
it became known. The suprise was all 
the greater when it was remembered 
that numerous persons from the presi- 
dent of the United States down, and 
many organizations from the National 
Civic Federation to the small hoard! 
of trade of the mining towns, failed 
to bring the two parties together. 


It is said it was all brought about 


by both sides seeing that the proceeed- 
ings before the commisssion would be 
interminable and that in the inter- 
mingling of the lawyers for both sides 
the outside agreement proposition was 
broached and taken up. 


It cannot be officially stated, which 


party nfade the proposition first. The 
attorneys for both sides are averse to 
talking, but those who were inclined 
to say something differ in their state- 
ments.

side while one lawyer for the miners 
said it came from the operators. An-

Dozen Men Get Large Sum 


from Rock Island Express 


Dynamite Used to Bow Open the Safe-"Train Stopped 


Three Miles West Of Davenport, Iowa, 


At Midnight, 


Davenport, Iowa, Nov. 22—The men 


who held up the Rock Island express 
near here abo-it midnight are believe-l 
to have crossed the Mississippi into 
Illinois. 
Tney stole a team from a 


farmer near the scene of the robbeiy 
about 2 o'clock and drove east. 


Nothing has been heard from any of 


the pursuing posse. 


John Mahin, of Muscatine, post-offica 


inspector of this district was a pass- 
enger in the rear sleeper of the hek'- 
up train. He says that the first he wa» 
aware of anything being wrong wa= 
when the conductor came through the 
train very much excited saying that 
the train had been held up. The pas- 
sengers were panic stricken. 


"If they come in here let us give up 


everything and have no gun play" 
yelled one of the passengers and to 
this they all agreed. 


Mr. Mahin, says the passengers then 


began to hide watches and jewels in 
their shoes and other safe places. 


Davenport, la., Nov. 22.—A 
west- 


bound passenger and express train on 
the Rock Island road, known as No. 11, 
was held up by 12 or 15 masked .rob- 
bers last midnight at a point three 
miles west of Davenport. 


The robbers uncoupled the express 


car and ran it two miles further west, 
where the safe was blown open) with 
dynamite. 
The explosion was beard 


in Davenport. 


The train which was robbed 
left 


Ihicago at 6:05 last night. 
It was 


the fast train that runs through to 
Fort Worth via St Joseph and Kan- 
sas City. 


At 2:15 a.m. it was definitely learn 


ed that robbers were successful 
in 


removing the contents' of the 
safe 


from the express car. The amount ot 
plunder taken is not definitely known 
this morning but it is estimated , by 
railroad men at ?25,000 to 
$75,000. 


No person was injured. 


The exact time of the holdup- was 


31:40 p. m. It was nearly two hours 
later before the train could* proceed. 


The robbers succeeded in stopping 


the train by placing a red lantern oa 
the track, and when the engineer saw 
the danger signal he brought the train 
to a stop. 


Five masked) men boarded the train 


detached the mail and express cars 
and, forcing the engineer to accom- 
pany them, took these cars- westward, 
leaving the rest of the train standing 
on the main track. 


Near Gale siding the express car 


was blown, up. The train usually car- 
ries a large amount of money. 


The train was 35 minutes late at 


this station/ and two suspicious look- 
ing men boarded one of the passenger 
coaches. They are supposed to have 
had a hand in the robbery. The 
passengers were not 
molested and 


knew nothing of the 
robbery till it 


was over. 


Sheriff Oakland and posses are now 


on the trail of the robbers who are 
now said to number five. The express 
company .offers $2,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of the robbers.

demijohns from the Flowery Kingdom, 
hampers and baskets of foieign design 
and queer 'bundles of oriental sweet- 
meats, to be consumed on the journey. 
Half a dozen American suit cases com- 
pleted the baggage. 


With tun exception of the trunks and 


bulky bales Mr. Wu had his baggage 
taken into the train with him, where 
he could have it under personal super- 
vision. 
This slightly obstructed the 


car and made it difficult for other pas- 
sengers to move about with ease, but | 
the minister, after finding a seat, sur- j 
rounded by his goods, appeared to ac- j 
cept the situation with hi-, customary j 
oriental philosophy.

Asked if he expected to return to the 


United States, Mr. Wu said: "1 will 
come back some day, maybe nest year, 
maybe the year after, but I'm coming 
back. 
I'm positive about that. 
Of 


course I'll come back. Why not'^ 


Mr. Wu, surveying the mass of lug- 


gage surrounding him and blocking lhv 
aisle, became confidential and said: 


"They arc American clothes, but just 


a fevr—a dress suit, one of your hats 
that shut up and a bathing suit. I'm 
going to introduce the bathing suit in 
China, and I expect to wear it myself. 
Of course, is not a bathing suit properV 
I think so. I wore one down at Atlan- 
tic City, and I liked it. It is the only 
comfortable sort of clothes yon Ameri- 
can people have, and you only wear 
them ivhen you go in the water. Some 
things I can't understand about you 
American people.

GENERAL INFORMATION—The entire delinquencies and one-half of all 


other taxes charged on the duplicates of 1902 are required to be paid on or 
before the 20th day of December, and the remainder on or before the- 20th 
day of June next.

The morning of Aug. L 
KJ Jackbon foi!:>( 


bis column cut off from tlie main bod 
of Confederate forces. The road be 
tween him and Longstreet's command 
with which L°e was marching, lay n 
the hands of the enemy, lie gave uj 
trying to march to meet Longstrec 
and literally hunted cover. Longstree 
was marching from the west to unite 
with Jackson, and Jackson the day be 
fore had been marching to the west t 
shorten the distance between his corp** 
and Longstreet's. Late on tbe 2Sth h 
stumbled into a fight which showet 
that the Federal army under Gene; a 
John Pope was moving in strong col 
urnns all around him. In fact, the 
morning of Aug. 29 Jackson was in 
trap. 


For two days Jackson had "fell'' the 


Federals on the west of his line, bu 
the 29t1i they appeared to be massed 
on the east of him. and to the east he 
fsiced. All Jackson wanted was to be 
let alone until Longstreut arrived on 
the field. The better to keep the enemy 
at arm's length he formed bis soldiers 
jehind an unfinished railroad embank- 
ment which extended northeast und 
southwest across tbe historic Warren 
ton pike on the western borders of the 
old battlefield of 1801. 


At the beginning of the two days' 


sattle the aim of Pope was merely to 
destroy Jackson, who had recklessly 
jeen exposed to the whole Federal ar- 
my. Jackson's aim was to hold his 
groun'd until help came, and the aim of 
Lee and, Longstreet was to succor 
Jackson. The ball opened on the 29th 
with a fierce artillery duel. Pope want- 
ed to shell Jackson's men out of tueir 
;tronghold, but Jackson had plenty of 
runs-and ammunition. While the gun- 
icrs worked away at long range Pope 
ried to find a weak spot in Stonewall's 
ine. lie thought he saw it on the Con- 
'ederate left, but when bis infantry 
ried to rush the embankment there 
hey were hurled back by artillery fire. 
One point in the railroad embank- 


ment was impregnable. This was a 
oug deep cut where the banks were 
steep on both sides. The cat was rebo- 
utc-Iy attacked: tJy tbd Federal b'rigade 
led by General Cuvier Grover about 
the middle of the afternoon. With a 
line of 1,500 men Grover marched 
down a gentle slope toward the track 
and across an open. Xot a sbot was 
fired by the troops until close to the 
enemy. In front of the cut the First 
South Carolina regiment bad been ly- 
ing in wait all day. At the advance of 
Grover's men tbe Carolinians fell back 
into the cut and waited for the Feder- 
als to come on. Grover's men leaped 
down the bank, and the First Massa- 
chusetts lined up in front of the Pal- 
metto boys. 


Beginning witb a rifle duel, the 


struggle waxed closer until at last the 
assailants and defenders were only ten 
paces apart and fought with swords, 
pistols, bayonets aad clubbed muskets. 
Grover was finally driven bark with a 
loss of one-third of his command. The 
Carolinians mustered but 280 men at 
the beginning of the .fight and lost 143 
killed and wounded. 


It was about the hour of Grover's re- 


pulse from the railroad cut that Long- 
street's column put in an appearance 
on the flank of Jackson. All day dur- 
ing the march to save Jackson Long- 
street had heard the guns of the battle 
along the raiiroad. Federals were en- 
countered at every step. Longstreet 
placed batteries in position only to 
have them fired upon by Federals, and 
every show of infantry force was met 
by a similar display on the Yankee 
tide. Toward nightfall .Teb Stuart's 
watchful cavalry brought word to

Warren told Haalett 
of Ilie clanger to his guus and ordered 
Duryee's men to retreat, but this last 
order was not heard on the line, for the 
soldiers hud already begun to shoot at • 
the swarming Confederates.

while Hazlett took his guns away, and 
what wns left of Duryee's gallant band 
retreated. But in making that brief 
stand tbe zouaves met with a loss in 
tilled unparalleled in tbe whole war. 
There were 3 officers and S3 men killed 
outright and 7 officers and 103 men : 
wounded. Of the wounded 33 died on 
the field, making a total death roll of 
119. 


Porter's column was no match for 


Longstreet's. being outnumbered two ] 
:o one, but tlie main resistance to 
lOngstreet came from that corps, and 


the verdict of history is that Porter 
saved Pope's army from annihilation. 
Supposing still that ho had Jackson ~ 
alone and surrounded, Pope continued 
all day the 30th to hurl his soldiers 
against the line on tbe railway. It. is 
no exaggeration to say that the em- 
bankment behind which Jackson's' 
men lay vomited bullets in a ceaseless 
treum. Again and again the Federals 
charged up to tbe railway cut as Gro- 
ver's brigade had done the day before.

TO JUDGE HORSES. 


Hunters anfl Jnmper» and How They 


Win Prizes. 


Horses entered in the hunter and 


jumper classes must have certain 
measurements and* specific points of 
superiority before they can be classed 
among the prize winners. 


In looking over an animal from the 


front, perhaps the most important part 
is that between the hoofs and his shoul- 
der. It is here where the judges have 
their most difficult duty. Ten points 
are given for soundness and contour 
in the fore limbs to the knees, ten for 
strength displayed from the knees up 
to and including the shoulders. Five 
points are awarded for the head and 
neck. 


The judges then view the horse from 


the rear and if the requirements are 
met with and the proper strength is 
displayed in the hind quarters fifteen 
points more are allowed. 
Ten more 


points are given for general symmet- 
rical appearance. This makes up the 
50 per cent for conformation. 


This examination is made before the 


horse is shown in action. For his per- 
formance then lac can gain another 
fifty points, and the two averages add- 
ed together, fifty for natural gifts and 
fifty for conduct in action, determine 
bis standing.
